Suez A n d Israel 


The movement of Israel against E gypt must he 
t^ken in relationship to the IHM Convention, by which 
the Suez Canal is supposed to be open to all shippers 
regardless of the attitude of Egypt tow ard a nation. 
When the 1888 Convention was signed. Egypt was not 
a sovereign state, but was under the suzerainty of 
tu r k e y and the treaty was actually negotiated and 
■£jtned" in Constantinople, the Turkish capital. 
When 
Egypt befame sovereign, her government assumed 
the responsibilities and the liabilities of the Turkish 
governm ent in that country. 


From that standpoint, the Suez ( anal should 
always have been open to Israel and to the shipping 
of other nations to and from Israel. 
This has not 
been so. with the result that Egypt was able to set 
a precedent, with the consent of the m ajor powers, 
a precedent which is today plaguing them because 
it is being used against them by N asser and has 
forced upon the world another war and the prob­ 
able destruction of the Western Alliance. 
It is an­ 
other evidence that wrong actions taken to appease 
a wicked and petulant dictator will always have 
wrong consequences. 


Al Shah, a Cairo newspaper, raised this issue when 
lf made the point: 
"These voices have ignored an important fact, that 
It. that E gypt’s denial of passage through the canal to 
Israeli ships has been applied tor eight years, in other 
words, since the establishment of this aggressive state 
I Israel'. 
Egypt continues to execute this policy in ac­ 
cordance with its prerogatives as the owner of the 
canal, provided for in the Constantinople Convention 
Of 1888. 
‘ Britain, which occupied the canal until recently, 
would have been able to interfere by force to grant 
Israel ships passage, if Britain truly means to assure 
the rights of Israel or believed that Israel had the right 
to pass.” 


The view is correct in many respects. 
The 
Suez ( anal Company, managed by the French and 
(he canal itself controlled bv the British, it is cor­ 
rect to say that (treat Britain, with 80,000 troops 
on hand, could have kept the canal open for Israeli 
shipping. 
The Egyptians are entitled now to ques­ 
tion the sincerity of the British raising such an 
Issue when the British are no longer In control of 
the canal, except (hat (.real Britain sought to avoid 
w ar and particularly hoped to avoid a clash with 
the I Bited States which has consistently supported 
the Arab position. 
The issue of authority could 
then have been decided eight years earlier, before 
N asser was in power, before he received arm s and 
plans from Soviet Russia, before he had turned 
himself into an African Hitler. 


When the wrong thing is done to appease a dicta­ 
tor, it is likely to work out that the appeasement will 
cause trouble sooner or later. 
This is precisely what 
has happened. 
Had the British and the French assert­ 
ed the authority of the 1888 Convention upon the first 
occasion of its violation, they would today not be faced 
by the condonement of that violation as a precedent 
for all countries and all time. 
And the United States. 
which also made no protest against the discrimination 
against Israeli shipping and which permitted a violation 
cif a treaty, finds itself embarrassed by the course 
of events m Egypt. 
Nasser has taken the advantage 
of the embarrassment. 


Appeasement usually works out that way. 
It 
^ generally lays the foundation tor subsequent trou- 
yhle. 
Nasser is one of those tough characters of 
history who takes advantage of every situation 
on the theory that that is the only way that a weak 
and backward nation can survive in the struggle 
against the large and powerful states. 
By seizing 
the Suez Canal, N asser gave the Western world 
the alternative of fighting him or appeasing him. 
When they failed to fight, they appeased. 
Now that 
Israel, the British and the French are fighting they 
have brought on their heads the condemnation not 
only of Soviet Russia but of the United States. 


I mil this happened Nasser had won an outstand­ 
ing victory against Great Britain, France and the 
United States. 
Nasser built his position half on bluster 
and half on Western appeasement, benefiting as though 
it were a coup d etat. 
He had to be brought down lest 
he achieve his goal which was to form an Arabic elm­ 
ier# rn Hitler had formed a Nordic empire.

Electorate May Pick GOP Congress To Join Ike 


By David Lawrence 
WASHINGTON - This is the 
lith presidential election in which 
this writer has published his fore­ 
cast ot the result. The score thus 
far has been eight correct pre­ 
dictions and two misses. 


The sam e formula 
has been 
used again and again, and in the 
case of the two predictions that 
didn t pan out, the m istake was 
not in the formula but in the in­ 
formation gathered by this cor­ 
respondent in 1940 and 1948 which 
led to an overestim ate in certain 
slates of the amount of voter 
discontent due to economic con­ 
ditions. The party in power in 
both those election 
years 
was 
better off on the economic side 
than was generally realized at 
the time. 
For basically, when SO to SO 
millions of persons vote, only the 
overriding issues — things that 
can be called the comm on de­ 
nominator of 
the 
thinking 
of 
m asses of people — are decisive. 
Economics Vs, Emotions 
The formula used by this writ­ 
er in forecastinf, a presidential 
election is to examine the eco­ 
nomic situation state 
by 
state 
and determine to 
what 
extent 
economic contentment or discon­ 
tent prevails. A satisfactory eco­ 
nomic condition is reflected in 
the data of production, sales, pro­ 
fits and employment. This is call­ 
ed "prosperity” in the vocabu­ 
lary of politics It help., the party 
in power, whereas a "depression” 
or 
"recession” 
usually 
m eans 
that the party in power willMve 
turned out ot office. The econom­ 
ic factor can be overruled when 
an emotional issue sweeps the 
country. This happened in 1952 
when "corruption” and its near- 
relative — the taint of "com m un­ 
ism ” —- and the 
Korean 
War 
furnished the emotional 
issues. 
Likewise, in 
1918. when 
World 
War I was going on. the Demo­ 
crats had "prosperity” on their 
side in the West due to heavy 
wheat 
purchases 
from 
abroad. 
but depression in the East due 
to interruption of trade in m anu ­ 
factured goods. Yet. overriding 
everything else was an emotion­ 
al issue. Its slogan was "he kept 
us out of w ar.” So President Wil­ 
son won re-election. 
In 
the 
present 
cam paign 
"p e a c e ” and "prosperity” have 
been emphasized by the Republi­ 
cans 
and 
questioned 
by 
the 
D emocrats. But President Eisen­ 
hower's speech — pledging firm ­ 


ly to keep the United States out 
of the w ar in the Middle East — 
was a dram atic confirmation of 
the 
"kept-us-out-of-war" 
issue, 
and hence events have in the 
main benefited 
the 
Republican 
administration. The issue is not 
whether there is peace all over 
the world but whether American 
boys are involved in a war. 
As for economic conditions, the 
nation is prosperous in almost all 
of the states. In the agricultural 
areas the situation is somewhat 
adverse for the Republicans due 
to the drop-off in incomes for 
the farm ers. But many farm fam ­ 
ilies which don't want 
to 
see 
their sons or farm employes go­ 
ing to w ar will he influenced, 
because of the peace issue, to 
support the President. Also the 
farm states are heavily Republi­ 
can anyhow, and m any of them 
can show a substantially reduced 
m ajority and still cast their elec­ 
toral votes for Ike. 
Safe For Ike 
Looking at the list of "certain ” 
and "doubtful” stat ;. this writ­ 
er presents a forecast which en­ 
deavors not to estim ate the final 
tally but to establish a basic m in­ 
imum — how the winning can ­ 
didate 
is sure to get 
the 286 
electoral votes needed to elect 
a president.

this week m ay show a far g re a t­ 
er electoral vote for Eisenhower, 
hut the average reader p rim a r­

as is the Unitarian creed, 
he 
did not believe in a personal god. 
"L et the first m agistrate be a 
professed infidel.” stormed Wil­ 
liam Linn, a Dutch Reform mini­ 
ster, "and infidels will surround 
him. Infidelity will become the 
prattle from the highest to the 
lowest condition in life, and uni­ 
versal dissoluteness will follow " 
Cotton Mather Smith accused 
Jefferson ot having obtained his 
property by fraud and of having 
robbed 
widows 
and 
orphans. 
Others called him a Republican 
ogre 'the Democratic party was 
called Republican in those days* 
who was plotting to confiscate all 
bibles. 
George Washington, who never 
campaigned for president, was 
earlier accused of all sorts of 
perfidy by two of ais generals, 
Horatio Gates and Thomas Con­ 
way. He was actually investigat­ 
ed by a secret session of the 
Continental Congress, and though 
the minutes never leaked out — 
as they probably would to a news 
columnist today — it was report­ 
ed that a motion to arrest Wash­ 
ington lost out by only one vote.
